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Montreal developer plans 159-lot build 

Preliminary designs for 100-acre development unveiled last night

A Montreal developer has unveiled plans for a 159-lot 
subdivision of starter homes in southwest Didsbury. 

Residents were to get the first glimpse of preliminary 
designs for the 100-acre Fieldstone subdivision at a 
town hall meeting Monday night. 

With main entrances off 23rd Street and 7th Avenue, 
the subdivision designs show a residential neighbour¬ 
hood with bike paths and a community park. 

Arthur Steckler, spokesperson for developer SNR 
Group, said the company has been looking for proper¬ 
ty in the Calgary area for the past two years, and 
Didsbury is an ideal location. 

"It’s a nice town, it has a high school, it has a day 
school, a hospital, and I frankly think it’s undiscov¬ 


ered," he said. 

“1 feel that we can respond to a need that the rest of 
the marketplace closer to Calgary cannot, because it’s 
insane closer to Calgary.” 

Steckler said SNR Group, under its newly-created

subsidiary, Didsbury Developments, plans to sell the 
starter homes for abut $250,000. 

If all goes as planned, Steckler said construction of 
the first 45 homes could begin in August. 

The company has set up shop in Didsbury to oversee 
the development, leasing an office downtown. 

Steckler and his associates travelled from Montreal 
on Monday to present their plans to the public, hoping 
for a favourable reaction. 

“We were very welcomed by the municipal adminis¬ 
tration, who made us feel at home the minute we 
walked in," he said, of the group’s previous meeting 
with town council to propose the subdivision. 

SNR Group has residential, commerical and industri¬ 
al developments throughout North America, including 
Florida, New York, North Carolina and Montreal, 
Quebec.

Hard to find housing 

A Didsbury woman who is looking for 
affordable housing for her elderly moth¬ 
er is getting frustrated. 

“There isn’t anything out there," she 
said. 

Scott Puttick said while there is a vari¬ 
ety of housing for all ages and lifestyles, 
there just isn’t enough of it. 

He’d like to see an apartment complex 
go in in place of the old high school 
when it’s demolished to deal with the 
problem. 


More than 50 Didsbury residents came 
together with mayor and council hist 
week to offer their two cents on a num¬ 
ber of key issues facing the town. 

Everything from green bins, to afford¬ 
able housing to infrastructure were dis¬ 
cussed at Wednesday’s Tow'n Hall meet¬ 
ing at the 5-0 Club. 

The purpose of the meeting was to 
obtain a clear vision of what Didsbury’s 
“current reality" is, to help council devel¬ 
op a Municipal Sustainability Plan 
(MSP), said Mayor Dorothy Moore. 

“We got a lot of good stuff,” she said. 

“They (residents) have what they like 
about Didsbury, what we have, and what 
they want too." 

Moore said a clear vision of Didsbury

today is needed before drafting an action 
plan for what it should look like tomor¬ 
row and 10, 20 or 30 years down the road 
w r hen the town is three or even four 
times its current size.

On the issue of youth programs in the

But not everyone is on board. 

Evelyn Sherman, who lives in Campus 
Green, said she already shares a black 
garbage bin with two other couples 
because they don’t produce a lot of 
garbage, and they won’t have a lot to 
compost either.

the butte has only a four-day water sup¬ 
ply if we lose power, the line is cut off, 
and we have to depend on gravity. 

The town is also in non-compliance 
with Environment Canada recommenda¬ 
tions in relation to storm water reten¬ 
tion, according to Keisman. 

But it’s hoping a waste water treatment 
plant is in the future for the area, and is 
pushing for one, said Keisman. 


Elevate economy 

In terms of Didsbury’s economy, resi¬ 
dent consensus was that, right now, 
there isn’t sufficient retail available to 
support the Chamber’s “Local First” ide- 
ology. 

“We don’t have enough businesses in 
town to provide all the services people 
need," said Valerie Puttick, who is mar¬ 
ried to Chamber president Scott 
Puttick. 

“People leave town and go to Olds, 
Carstairs or the big city, and they're 
going to do more than that. They're not 
going to go for just that one thing.” 

But w hile it was agreed more business¬ 
es are needed, “let Olds have the big box 
stores" was a repeated comment. 


Moving forward 

Residents at the Town Hall meeting 
were eager to offer opinions on what the 
future should hold for Didsbury, said 
Moore. 

“They couldn’t resist going from cur¬ 
rent reality to what they wanted (for the 
future),” she said. 

“I had to make another column.” 

Despite that, Moore said she’s pleased 
with the “stacks” of information gath¬ 
ered and said it will be invaluable to the 
town moving fonvard. 

Council will compile all the ideas from 
Wednesday’s meeting and include them 
in future MSP discussions.

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Body found on side of 
rural Carstairs road

Sunday evening's snow 
blanketed the gravel road 
where marked and 
unmarked police cars had 
sat, the roadside where the 
body had Ixvn discovered, 
the ditches in which police 
officers and dogs had 
searched, and the wide 
expanse of prairie farmland 
that had been a silent wit¬ 
ness to (lie events that ended 
the life of a stranger and left 
small-town All>erta to won¬ 
der how the city had crept 
into its midst. 

“They found a dead guy 
over hem on our back road, 
right next to our land here,” 
said Joseph Ostennann 
March 18 during a telephone 
interview. "This is kind of 
surprising.” 

Ostennann, who owns the 
section of land to the west of 
where the body was found 
and who has been in the area 
since the late '50s, said he 
could not recall any similar 
events. This was a first as far 
as he knew. 

At approximately 9 am. on 
March 16, the Carstairs fire 
department and Didsbury 
RCMP were called out to 
w here the body of a man had 
been discovered in the ditch 
of Range Road 28.2, approxi¬ 
mately a half-mile north 
from Highway 581, by two 
men driving by. 

When fire and ambulance 


arrived at the site they wen 1 
stopped by RCMP officers 
liefore reaching the scene. 

“EMS and RCMP were 
asked to respond to this 
location this morning,” 
explained Carstairs Fire 
Chief Nick Thane from his 
position at the road block. 
“At this time there’s no mvd 
for EMS or fire* attendance. 
So, we’ve l>een asked by the 
RCMP to back out to a 
perimeter." 

The ambulance had 
backed out and was sent 
back to base while Thane 
was to remain and guard the 
roadblock until relief could 
be found. 

At approximately 10 am. 
Sgt. Kevin O’Dwyer con¬ 
firmed the person found at 
the site was deceased but 
could not confirm any other 
details. 

Unmarked police cars 
began to arrive at the scene 
shortly afterward, as did city 
press. At approximately 2 
p.m. Sgt. Patrick Webb, 
RCMP media spokesperson, 
arrived and the few known 
facts were disclosed as well 
as a request for information 
from anyone who had been 
in the area over the previous 
24 to 36 hours. 

“We’re estimating the 
body’s been there in the last 
day, day and a half." 

He confirmed that mem¬ 
bers of the Southern Alberta 
District Major Crimes Unit 
and the Special Tactical 


Operations, as well as a 
police service dog were 
assisting tin* Didsbury 
RCMP detachment with the 
investigation and search of 
the scene. 

“Different individuals 
come from different places 
depending upon their sjx 1 - 
eiality.” 

Officers canvassing the 
neighbouring farms, Webb 
said. 

“Certainly one of the steps 
that Is done in an investiga¬ 
tion like this Ls to do neigh¬ 
bourhood inquires where we 
go to every person that 
either resides in this area or 
has a reason to l>e passing 
through this ami. And we'll 
be asking each of those peo¬ 
ple to give us any informa¬ 
tion they might have. 
Digit-ally for the most part it 
won't be that much but 
somebody may have a piece 
of that puzzle. They may 
have noticed a vehicle or 
somebody or some activity 
that might help its.” 

The individual had died by 
violence he said but a cause 
of death would be deter- 
niined by an autopsy and at 
that time it was still too early 
to determine if the person 
had dic'd at the site it had 
been discovered or whether 
he had been killed elsewhere 
iuul diunjxsl there. 

“But certainly that’s one of 
the things we’re looking 
into.” 

Investigators remained on

Pharaohs. The parties 
were great feasts in which 
servants,slaves and freed- 
nien took part and often 
prisoners were released 
from the royal jail. 
Cleopatra is said to have 
thrown an immense birth¬ 
day party for 

Mark Antony. They were 
married in 37 BC so the 
party would have been 
about that time. All the 
invited guests were lav¬ 
ished with royal gifts so I 
guess that’s the first 
recorded loot bag. 

The Greeks adopted the 
Egyptian idea of birthday 
celebrations and the 
Persians, who were 
famous confectioners, 
added the custom of a 
sweet birthday cake. 
Women and children's 
birthdays were not impor¬ 
tant enough for a party but 
the man of the house was 
given a lavish banquet and 
if he was notable enough 
these celebrations contin¬ 
ued for years after his 


death. 

The Roman Senate start¬ 
ed the custom of making 
birthdays of important 
statesmen national holi¬ 
days and after his assassi¬ 
nation Caesar's birthday 
was observed annually 
with parades, circuses, 
banquets, combats and a 
dramatic play. But with 
the rise of Christianity cel- 
ebrating birthdays ceased 
altogether. Christians 
believed that death was 
the passage to eternal par¬ 
adise so a persons death 
day was what should be 
celebrated. Death days, 
not birthdays of saints 
were celebrated and 
became feast days. 

In the fourth century the 
church began to alter it's 
attitude toward birthdays 
and seriously try to settle 
on the date of Christ's 
birth. 

This of course, marked 
the beginning of celebrat¬ 
ing Christmas and with 
Christmas, the Western 
World returned to the cel¬ 
ebration of birthdays. 

By the twelfth century 
churches in Europe were 
recording the birth dates 
of women and children 
and families were having 
annual celebrations for 
everybody. At about this 
time birthday cakes came 
back and they were 
topped with candles. 


In the thirteenth 
Century German peasants 
began holding kinderfests, 
which were birthday par¬ 
ties for young children. A 
kinderfeste was a lot more 
fuss than a wagon ride. At 
dawn the child was pre¬ 
sented with a cake topped 
in candles. The candles 
were changed and kept lit 
all day, until after the fam¬ 
ily meal when it was 
eaten. The birthday child 
received gifts, selected the 
menu for the meal and The 
Birthday Elf brought addi¬ 
tional presents. Making a 
wish and blowing out the 
candles also began with 
the Kinderfeste. 

The melody for “Happy 
Birthday was first pub¬ 
lished in 1893 and was 
meantto be a morning 
classroom welcome to 
children. “Good Morning 
to All” but in 1924, with¬ 
out authorization, it was 
published with a second 
stanza, “Happy Birthday 
to you.” By 1933 it was 
titled “Happy Birthday to 
You” and it soon became a 
worldwide hit regarded as 
the most frequently sung 
music in the world. 

The next time you have 
12 sticky fingered little 
kids coming to your house 
to play games and eat ice 
cream, try to think of 
yourself as part of a long 
and fascinating part of 
social history. Maybe it 
will make the clean go a 
bit more quickly.

Population numbers released by Statistics Canada last 
week came in well below what town officials expected. 

The 2(XM> census revealed Didsbury grew by 8.7 |>er cent 
between 2001 and 2(KMi, from 3, 932 to 4,275.‘ 

“We’re kind of surprised by that,” said Mayor Dorothy 
Moore. 

“From what we had, at 2.5 people per new house, we fig¬ 
ured we were over 4,(MX)." 

The value of development doubled in Didsbury last year, 
with over $14 million in building permits issued., com¬ 
pared to just over $7 million in 2005. 

Residential builds account for 53 per cent of the total 
152 permits issued, indicating Didsbury is growing at the 
fastest rate ever recorded. 

But the government’s numbers don’t reflect that. In the 
previous intercensal period, between 1997 and 2001, 
Didsbury experienced a 10 per cent growth. 

Moore said the method by which census information 
was gathered this time around could account for the dif¬ 
ference. 

“They did go door-to-door last time and had a lot more 
engagement, I think with people,” she said. 

“This one was kind of like, ‘OK, send it in.’” 

But looking at the numbers some other municipalities 
turned in, Moore said the phone-in/mail-in system might 
not have had any impact on the study’s findings. 

“When you look at Okotoks at 48 per cent, wow, what 


did they do different there?" she said. 

“So I’m not sure where that (Didsbury population num¬ 
ber) came from, but that’s the official number and I guess 
that’s what it is.” 

Much of the town’s recorded growth happened in the 
second half of the year, after the census was completed, so 
that may play a part too, said Moore. 

“For the first part of (200b) we really didn’t have any¬ 
where for people to build,” she said. 

“But by the end of 2(XX>, or even by mid-2(XXi they were 
building." 

When the census was released March 14, George 
MacDonald got busy downloading the numbers from the 
Statistics Canada Web site and rating Alberta’s 300 munic¬ 
ipalities by size. 

According to his math, Didsbury sits 49th overall. If you 
take out the cities - two major and 12 smaller - and only 
look at the towns, we’re at 35. 

“We were in a pretty good position as a town," he said. 

Moore agreed. 

“As much as we might think we’re small, as far as com¬ 
munities in Alberta, we’re toward the upper end," she said. 

Despite the lower than expected numbers Moore said 
Didsbury is growing fast and that will only pick up from 
here. 

“We will have certainly higher growth as we open up 
these new subdivisions,” she said. 

A new subdivision Ls expected to go in on the Calvin 
Dick hind later this year, and others are in the works as 
well.
